Construction of Longshoremen's Amenities. - The contract awarded in the 
fall of 1970, for the construction of longshoremen's amenities at Section 
73, was completed in the spring of 1971. The construction of a restaurant 
at Section 49 was also completed. The harbour forces performed a large 
part of the work in connection with these projects. 


Paving of Area at Sections 92-93. - A contract was awarded to Miron Co. 
Ltd., for laying bituminous concrete pavement over an area to be used for 
the storage of salt. The harbour forces carried out the work in connec- 
tion with the grading and compacting of the macadam base. All the work 
was completed in June. 


Construction of Shed 73. - Following the construction of a wharf at 
Section 73, it was decided to proceed with the construction of additional 
facilities for the handling of containers. A contract was awarded to 
Terral Construction Limited for the construction of concrete foundations 
for a small shed and office building and also the installation of water 
supply, drainage and sewer systems. The contract for the erection of 
the shed was awarded to Mojan Limited and the installation of the elec- 
trical system was carried out by Chagnon Limited. The laying of bitu- 
minous concrete pavement was performed by Francon Limited. All the 
work, which was carried out in cooperation with harbour forces, was 
completed in December. 


Construction of Terminal at Sections 76-78. - During the course of the 
year, numerous contracts were awarded for the construction of a terminal 
at Sections 76-78. The paving was performed by Miron Co. Limited and 
Francon Limited in cooperation with harbour forces. This project is 
scheduled to be completed in early 1972. 
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Minor Items. - These included the fencing of harbour and shed boundaries; 
alterations to transit sheds to improve terminal operations; installation 
of floodlighting equipment at various sections in the harbour; construction 
of railway siding at Sections 68-69; installation of underspeed devices for 
lofter legs at grain elevators 1, 2 and 3; installation of directional signs 
at harbour entrances, and purchase of a steel scow.

Maintenance - Jacques Cartier Bridge. - The principal items were replacement 
of the wooden curb on each side of roadway and installation of interlocking 
relays for voltages stabilizer.

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The principal items for maintenance and repairs were replacement of 
fender dolphins, Jetty No. 3; renewal of walings, Berths 5 and 6, 
Lapointe Pier; dredging basin, Campbell Avenue Fishermen's Wharf; 
repairs to cargo cranes, Centennial Pier; installation of new drain 
gratings, Centennial Pier sheds, and modernization of safety ladders 
on all Board piers. 


CAPITAL WORKS 


Construction of Wharf, D.L. 272. - In December, 1970, a contract 
was awarded to Fraser River Pile Driving Company Limited, for the 
construction of a precast concrete dock, 1,900 feet in length, at 
District Lot 272, in North Vancouver. The work was completed in 
September, 1971. 


Construction of Water Supply, Drainage and Sanitary Sewer Systems, 
D.L. 272. - A contract was awarded to Globe Excavations Limited, 
in April, 1971, for the installation of water, drainage and sewer 
systems to serve the new terminal at District Lot 272. This con- 
tract was completed in August. 


Construction of Storage Warehouse, D.L. 272. - Narod Construction 
Ltd., was awarded a contract, in April, 1971, for the construction 
of a storage warehouse with a floor area of 100,000 square feet, at 
the District Lot 272 terminal. All the work was completed in 
November. 


Construction of Terminal Buildings, D.L. 272. - In May, 1971, 

Mutual Construction (1960) Ltd., was awarded a contract for the 

construction of buildings for longshoremen's amenities and elec- 
trical substations at the new terminal in North Vancouver. The 

contract was completed in December. 


Supply and Installation of Electrical, Telephone and Floodlighting 
Systems, D.L. 272. - A contract was awarded to C.H.E. Williams 
Company Limited for supply and installation of electrical power 
and telephone distribution systems to serve the new terminal at 
District Lot 272. This contract also included the electrical part 
of the work in the storage warehouse and installation of flood- 
lighting equipment to cover the whole terminal. These works were 
completed in December. 
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Construction of Terminal Pavements, D.L. 272. - In June, 1971, a contract 
was awarded to Jack Cewe Ltd., for laying bituminous concrete pavement over 
a crushed limestone-cement base to.cover the 55-acre reclaimed land area at 
District Lot 272. The work was completed in December. 


Installation of Sprinkler and Standpipe Systems, Storage Warehouse, D.L. 272. 
Fred Welsh Ltd., was awarded a contract, in September, 1971, for the supply 
and installation of fire protection equipment consisting of sprinklers and 
standpipes, in the storage warehouse at the District Lot 272 terminal. The 
contract was completed in December. 


Minor Items. -- These included the demolition of various structures on 
expropriated properties in District Lot 204, North Vancouver; installation 
of security fencing at District Lot 272; construction of roadway ramp to 
Quay Wharf; construction of floating work platform, and construction of oil 
boom float.
